Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (claims 1-8) in Paper No. 7 is acknowledged. 
The traversal is on the ground(s) that separate utility has not been shown. This is not found 
persuasive because the invention of Group II has utility independent of the the type of linkage 
and spring arrangement between the drive motor and throttle valve. Newly submitted claim 1 1 
also has utility apart from the elected invention for the same reason and is therefore withdrawn 
from consideration. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.
